Applicant added 
this language to the claims in the amendment dated 10 OCT '07 to read over Immonen. 
Examiner stated in the Office action that Immonen's QoS could be adjusted for real-time 
traffic, which read upon applicant's initial phrase of adapting the QoS in response to a 
loading condition.
